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SALES OF CLOTHING IMPROVE IN DECEMBER 


HE MAIN feature of the figures relating to large-scale retail 

trade in December was a marked increase in the value of sales 

of clothing, especially of men’s and boys’ wear. Sales in 
December are, of course, substantially influenced by special Christ- 
mas purchases, and it remains to be seen whether the more encourag- 
ing results for November and December will lead to a lasting 
recovery from the autumn recession. The increase in December 
brought the index numbers for apparel, and for non-food mer- 
chandise as a whole, above those of a year before, after being below 
them for the previous three months; the apparel index rose 
44 per cent., and in December was 12 per cent. higher than the year 
before. Taking into account that the end of 1950 was a time of 
high sales, the results this December can be considered reasonably 
good. 

Sales of food and perishables (including tobacco) are always 
more stable than those for clothing and household goods, and 
as they account for about half the total value of sales they tend to 
stabilize the all-merchandise index. In. December, the index for 
food, etc. rose 15 per cent., remaining 12 per cent. above the 
corresponding 1950 figure, and the all-merchandise index rose 
28 per cent., finishing 10 per cent. higher than in 1950 compared 

ith 7 per cent. higher in November. 

Within the apparel group, the sales index for women’s and 
children’s wear rose 38 per cent., and that for men’s and boys’ 
wear 67 per cent. between November and December ; for footwear, 
the increase was 32 per cent., much the same figure as in 1950. 

Household goods also showed about the same percentage increase 
in sales as the year before (15 per cent.), and this is the only major 
index still below the 1950 level. This is again attributable to low 
figures in respect of furniture and furnishings, sales of which have 
been less than in 1950 since August ; the most that can be said of 


the latest results is that they are a shade better than those of Septem- 
ber and October. Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods 
remained higher than in 1950, but sales of hardware alone were 
fractionally lower. 

The total value of stocks remained 14 per cent. higher than 
at the corresponding time in 1950 and the index numbers of stocks 
of clothing and footwear showed the usual end-of-year drop. 

The Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices for 
December was 12 per cent. higher than a year earlier. The food 
index rose 16 per cent., the clothing and footwear index 18 per cent., 
and the index for household durable goods 16 per cent. over the 
year. These changes must be taken into account in attempting to 
assess changes in volume from the retail trade statistics, all of which 
are in terms of value ; but correspondence between the two sets 
of figures is not exact and any conclusions must be approximate. 


Sales by Type of Shop 


The average change in the value of apparel sales by the large 
retailers—a 12 per cent. increase on a year ago—masks widely 
varying results for the different types of shop ; the independent 
shops showed a distinct fall, sales by department stores and 
co-operative societies were hardly changed, while those of 
multiple shops rose sharply. 

There was little change over the year in sales of women’s and 
children’s wear except in the case of multiple shops, for which an 
increase of 37 per cent. was recorded. In men’s and boys’ wear 
the multiple shops experienced a rise of nearly 20 per cent. in 
sales as against a drop in the case of department stores of 8 per cent. 
—co-operative societies’ sales being unchanged. Footwear sales 
followed a similar pattern, the value of sales by multiple shops 
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having risen 7 per cent. over the level of December 1950, those of 
department stores having fallen by the same amount, and a 2 per cent. 
increase having been recorded by co-operative societies. 

Both the large-scale and the independent shops recorded lower sales 
of furniture and furnishings than in December 1950, but the indepen- 
dents with a fall of 4 per cent. did rather better than the larger shops. 
The average for the latter—a 10 per cent. fall—was only half as much 
as the decline in sales of department stores. For the trading year to 
date department, stores turnover was slightly lower than a year earlier, 
while for all large retailers together there was a rise of 4 per cent., 
almost the same as for the independent retailers. 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods by all the large firms 
were 2 per cent. higher than a year ago, against a rise of 7 per cent.

in the case of independent retailers ; but multiple shops were again 
better than the average, with a 12 per cent. rise, and department 
stores worse, with a fall of 5 per cent. Sales of books and stationery 
were about 10 per cent. up for all types of shop except multiples, 
which showed a rise of 14 percent. For chemists’ wares all the larger 
retailers, whose average percentage increase over 1950 was 17 per cent., 
did better than the independent shops, whose sales only showed a 
5 per cent. rise ; the multiples again did best with a figure of 19 per 
cent. 


Sales by Areas 
All areas experienced an increase in sales of non-food merchandise 
compared with a year earlier. Two areas, Scotland, and Central

other areas the rise was between 6 and 10 per cent. In the eleven 
months February-December, the total of non-food sales was about 
7 per cent. higher than a year earlier, except in Suburban London, 
where the increase was 12 per cent. 

Results for food and perishables did not vary greatly, ranging

from a 9 per cent. rise over the year in the North West to one of 
14 per cent. in the South of England. Similarly, in all areas the 
increase in turnover during the trading year to date was within 3 per 
cent. of the 10 per cent. increase for the whole of Great Britain. 


Sales by Types of Goods 
Clothing 


Sales by large firms both of men’s and boys’ wear and of women’s 
and children’s wear increased substantially to well above the levels of 
December 1950. The movement was very striking in the case of 
men’s and boys’ wear, sales of which had previously been much below 
the values of a year earlier ; the increase of nearly 70 per cent. over

the month brought them 8 per cent. above the level of December 1950. 
The total of sales in the period February-December was 4 per cent. 
higher than in 1950. 

For women's and children’s wear the seasonal increase was not so 
spectacular, but comparison with a year ago, which shows a rise of 
15 per cent., was even more satisfactory ; trade had not fallen off 
so much during the preceding months as for men’s wear. Substantial 
gains in the value of trade compared with a year earlier were achieved 
in all the sub-sections of this category with the exception of dress 
materials, where there was a fall of 11 per cent. Cumulative sales 
in the 11 months to December were 10 per cent. higher than in the 
corresponding period of 1950. 

Stocks of men’s and boys’ wear at the end of December were 21 per 
cent. higher in value than a year ago, while those of women’s and 
children’s wear stood 5 per cent. higher. 


Footwear 

The increase in sales of footwear between November and December 
in 1951 was much the same as in 1950. The value of sales was 5 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier, and the cumulative total of sales to 
date was 9 per cent. higher than in the previous year. Stocks were 
nearly 30 per cent. greater by value than in the previous December. 


Household Goods 


The increase over the month in the sales of all household goods 
combined was 15 per cent., the figure for furniture and furnishings 
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being 9 per cent. and for hardware, radio and electrical goods 
22 per cent. But in comparison with a year earlier, sales of furniture 
and furnishings were 10 per cent. down, and for hardware, radio and 
electrical goods only slightly up. 

In comparing the decrease over the year in sales of furniture and 
furnishings as a whole with those for the sub-divisions of this group, 
it must be remembered that not all firms supply this breakdown ; and 
as happened last month, the figures for the firms who do appear to 
have been lower than for those who do not. So far as it goes, the

information supplied indicates that sales of furnishing fabrics and 
household textiles were relatively lower, compared with December 
1950, than were those of floor coverings or furniture and bedding. 
The small rise of 2 per cent. in the value of sales of hardware, radios 
and electrical goods was attributable to the radio and electrical 
section, since figures supplied by hardware specialists show a slight 
fall. 

Stocks of furniture and furnishings were 7 per cent., and of hard- 


ware, electrical and radio goods 17 per cent. higher in value than a 
year earlier. 


Chemists’ Wares 


The increase in trade in chemists’ wares over the month was over 
60 per cent., even more than the substantial rise at the same period 
in 1950. ‘The value of sales compared with a year earlier was 17 per 
cent. up. Each month of the trading year to date has seen an increase 
in sales over the corresponding month of 1950. and the cumulative 
value of sales is 13 per cent. up. This result is much better than for 
the independent shops, whose turnover in December and in the 
period February-December was only 5 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier. 

Stocks of the large concerns were 14 per cent. higher than at the 
end of December 1950. 


Other Non-Food Categories 


Of the remaining categories of non-food goods, for which no index 
numbers are calculated, sales of sports goods and cycles were 14 per

the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight 1s 
given to the amount of business done in each area. 


(vii) It is known that footwear sales are overweighted in the 
sample compared with those of other goods and, in the absence of 
census data which would enable a more precise proportion to be 
calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two. As, however, 
some of the reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures 
are not so adjusted.

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Volume of Imports and Exports in 1951 


HE volume and average value index numbers for the fourth 
fee. of 1951 and for the whole of that year derived from the 

usual revaluation of current imports and exports at the prices 
of the base year 1947 are given in the tables below and on the succeeding 
two pages. The tables include comparable figures for the first 
three quarters of 1951 and for the year 1950; in the summary tables 
figures are also given for each quarter of 1950 and for the years 1948 
and 1949. 

The following notes concern only the scope, derivation, and use 
of the index numbers; comment on changes in the volume of trade 
in 1951 was included in the article “‘ Migh Value of Imports in 1951,” 
which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on January 26, 1952. 
Some provisional estimates for the volume of trade in 1951 were given 
in that article, among them an estimate of 15 per cent. for the change in 
the volume of imports between 1950 and 1951. The final index 
numbers given below show a change of nearly 16 per cent. between 
the two years. 

The table below gives volume index numbers for all the main 
groups of exports; similar figures for total and retained imports are 


given on page 263. Index numbers are not shown for the groups in 
which either current trade is small or trade in the base year was so 
small as to affect the accuracy or significance of the group index. 
Thus index numbers are not given for any of the groups of exports in 
the food, drink and tobacco, or raw materials classes, although 
estimated values for these groups are used in obtaining the index 
for the class totals. The summary tables include index numbers 
for re-exports as well as imports and exports. 

The volume index numbers are arrived at by revaluing imports and 
exports in each quarter at the average values (or prices) of the year 
1947. The method was described in an article in the Board of Trade 
Journal on June 24, 1950. 

The index numbers of average values for both imports and exports 
are also given in the accompanying tables. These are derived from 
the same calculation as the volume index by comparing the value of 
imports or of exports as declared for the quarter or the year with the 
corresponding estimated value at base year (1947) prices. An estimate 
is thus obtained of how prices of these imports or exports compare with

Over short periods, however, the average value 
index numbers do not give a reliable measure of price changes since 
they are influenced by changes in composition of trade from one 
quarter to the next and this is particularly true for imports. Changes

and is therefore unaffected by changes in the composition of trade.

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Revocation of Price-Regulated 
Goods Orders 


N OBSOLETE form of control of certain goods 1s to be removed 

by an Order made by the Board of Trade after consultation with the 
Central Price Regulation Committee. The new Order revokes the 
Prices of Goods (Price-Regulated Goods) Orders and thus removes 
from the scope of the Prices of Goods Act, 1939, the remaining goods 
still price controlled, under that Act, by a formula which relates 
maximum prices to the prices of similar goods in August 1939. No 
changes in prices will result from the revocation of the Orders. 

With the passage of time and the introduction of new types of goods, 
this form of control has become impossible to operate and for the 
majority of the goods listed in the Order now being revoked the effec- 
tive control 18 now a non-statutory arrangement with the 
suppliers. Where necessary these arrangements will continue in 
force ; and, if the need should arise, the prices of these goods can be 
controlled under the Goods and Services (Price Control) Act, 1941, 
or the Defence Regulations, which are used to control other goods. 

The principal goods listed in the Order now being revoked are ropes 
and twines, leathercloth, upholstery stuffing materials, sewing 
machines, sanitary towels, office machinery, cash registers, wallpaper, 
wrapping paper, hand tools, containers (boxes, bags, bottles, etc.), 
paraflin oil, turpentine, soap, spectac les, paints, varnishes, etc., and 
invalid carriages ; and also sewing cottons, floor coverings, and clocks 
and watches in so far as these are not price-controlled by Orders made 
under the Goods and Services (Price Control) Act, 1941. 

The Order ts the Prices of Goods (Price-Regulated Goods) (Revoca- 
tion) Order 1952, which came into operation on February 7, 1952. 
It may be obtained from HI.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, or any bookseller.

Change in Price Control on More 
Utility Goods 


HE change in the method of price control recently introduced® for 
various categories of Utility cloth and clothing is to be further extend- 
ed from February 11 to industrial overalls, merchant navy uniforms 
and gloves (except knitted gloves) 

From that date distributors’ prices for these goods will be con- 
trolled by means of cash maximum prices only and the old maximum 
percentage margins will no longer apply. 

Orders paving effect to these further changes have been made by the 
Board of ‘Trade in consultation with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee 

They are 
Utility Apparel (Industrial Overalls and Merchant Navy Uniforms) 

(Distributors Maximum Prices) Order 1952. 

In this Order, wholesalers’ and retailers’ maximum prices for 
industrial overalls are the same as the overriding maximum prices in 
Related Schedule No. 5J which ceases to have effect. "The maximum 
prices for merchant navy uniforms have been calculated by adding the 
old permitted margins to the manufacturers’ maximum prices. (5.1. 
1952 No. 175, price 1s. 3d., by post Is. Sd.) 

Unility Gloves (Distributors’ Maximum Prices) Order 1952 

In this Order, wholesalers’ and retailers’ cash maximum prices 
have been calculated by adding the old permitted margins to the 
manufacturers maximum prices. (S.1. 1952 No. 192, price 3d., by 
post 44d )

British Film Quota Returns 
for 1950-51 


HE BOARD OF ‘TRADE have now examined the exhibitors’ 

quota returns for the 1950-51 quota year under the Cinematograph 
Films Act, 1948, which provides that every cinema with certain 
exceptions must show a prescribed proportion of British films. 

The following analysis of the returns has been made. The com- 
parative figures for the 1949-50 quota period are shown in brackets 
in each instance. 

For the year ended September 30, 1951, the statutory quotas 
were 30 per cent. (40 per cent. for films shown as first features), and 
25 per cent. (25 per cent.) for all other films (i.e., second feature and 
short films shown in the “ supporting programme ’’). 

The Act provides that exhibitors who satisfy certain conditions with 
respect to competition from other cinemas may have their quotas 
reduced, and in the 1950-51 quota year 1,412 (1,510) exhibitors were 
given reduced first feature quotas ranging from 25 per cent. to 10 per 
cent. (36 per cent. to 10 percent.). After allowing for these reliefs, the 
average quota prescribed for first features for the country as a whole 
was 25-6 (33-6 per cent.). No reductions were made in the 25 per 
cent, quota for supporting programmes. 

The returns show that the average proportion of British films actually 
exhibited in Great Britain was 28 per cent. (30-4 per cent.) for first 
feature and 22 per cent. (22:5 per cent.) for supporting programme 
films. 

Of the 4,585 (4,632) returns received by January 1952, 4,186 
(4,209) were from exhibitors with quota obligations who operated 
over the whole of the quota year. Of these, 771 (2,335) defaulted in 
the quota for first features and 2,340 (2,195) defaulted in the quota for 
supporting programmes. 

Among other points to be noted are :— 

The number of theatres which achieved or exceeded their quota for 
first features was 3,415 (1,874), i.e., 81-7 per cent. (45 per cent.) of 
the total number of theatres. 

The average quotas achieved for the year as a whole by the three 
major circuits (Odeon, Gaumont-British and Associated British 
Cinemas), who had to comply with a 30 per cent. (40 per cent. quota 
for the first features was 31-6 per cent. (35 per cent.) for first features 
and 24:5 per cent. (24 per cent.) for the supporting programme. 


Wool Stockpiling Programme 


HE PROGRAMME of wool stockpiling, about which an announce- 

ment was made in the Board of Trade Journal on October 27, 1951, 
has been recently reviewed, and it has been decided to make a moderate 
increase in the rate of purchase over the remainder of the current 
season. 

Announcing this, the Ministry of Materials state that the effect of 
the increase in rate of purchase is that instead of the figure of 40 million 
Ibs. clean previously announced, the revised figure will not exceed 
48 million Ibs. clean in total. 

It is not expected that this increase in quantity and rate of purchase 
will cause any disturbance in the market. 


Export of Silver by Parcel Post 


HE Postmaster-General announces that the maximum \alue of 

silver bullion or partly manufactured silver which may be sent 
overseas by parcel post in a single parcel has been increased from 
£20 to £50. 

Postings will continue to be subject to the Board of Trade Export 
Licensing Regulations, and where a licence permits the export of 
silver in excess of £50 it will be necessary for the sender to make 
up more than one parcel, with no single parcel containing silver in 
excess of £50. 


Exempted Dealers in Securities 


THERE were no amendments to the list of Exempted Dealers in 
Securities authorized under Section 15 of the Prevention of Fraud 
(Investments) Act, 1939, during the month of January 1952. 
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Replacing Metals by Plastics 
in Industry 


THE diversion of metals to the needs of Western Defence has given 

the field of plastics a special significance this year, and the 1952 
British Industries Fair, to be held in London and Birmingham from 
May 5 to 16, will show how substitution of plastics for metals has 
been successfully carried out in many industries. 

At Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, one firm will display a kitchen 
sink-and-refrigerator unit designed for the small modern home 
which is cased in a plastic material which will not lose its highly- 
polished appearance. Another exhibitor will show a plastic spray 
gun which needs no compressor unit and operates directly from the 
house lighting circuit. Motor car dash-boards, domestic fuse boxes, 
firemen’s helmets, and household water heaters are other items at 
Castle Bromwich in which plastics have been used instead of metals. 

At Olympia, in London, plastic exhibits will include zip-fasteners. 
One type can be used on tobacco pouches and wallets. This zip 
virtually welds together at touch, forming an airtight seal. Many 
toy manufacturers will also show that they are turning to plastics in 
face of metal shortages. 

But the greatest advances will be seen in the representative plastics 
display at Earls Court, London. With 54 manufacturers occupying 
13,486 square feet of stand space, the 1952 Plastics Section at B.I.F. 
is half as big again as it was last year. 

There will be novel exhibits such as tiles and floorings made from 
cashew nut shells, plastic road and traffic signs which are climate-proof 
and need no maintenance. The main feature is being organized by the 
Ministry of Supply in collaboration with scientists from the Royal 
Aircraft Establishment at Farnborough. Part of the display will 
comprise a full-size, delta-shaped aircraft wing of highly-polished, 
moulded plastic. This represents a pioneer step towards all-plastic 
aircraft which promise to be much easier to build than present-day 
metal aircraft and from 50 per cent. to 80 per cent. cheaper. ‘The wing 
has leading edges of 12 feet and a root chord of 9 feet. 


A new technique of moulding plastic was devised for this wing at 
the Royal Aircraft Establishment. The technique eliminates the two 
biggest cost elements in plastic production—steel dies and high- 
pressure hydraulic machinery. Information on this has already been 
passed on to certain firms in Britain, so that experiments can take 
place in building other large structures from plastic, such as motor 
launches. Work has already started on plastic gliders and these may 
be flying before long. The delta-shaped plastic aircraft is expected 
to be airborne within two years. 

The jump from “ smallwares ” production to large components is 
one of the most significant developments in the history of plastics. 
To accomplish it the R.A.E. scientists had to find new materials 
capable of bearing heavy strain and structural load and also a cheap 
method of moulding. 


The material used for the plastic wing consists of asbestos fibres 
bonded together by a resin to form large, soft sheets resembling felt. 
(Alternative materials, also experimented with, incorporated fibres of 
cellulose, paper and glass.) 


Two techniques were developed for moulding the material. In the 
first the sheets were saturated in warm water and rolled by hand 
over wood or plaster shapes. The resin was then added to lock the 
fibres in position, after which the material was cured in an oven. For 
more complicated structures the pressure needed for moulding was 
supplied by a rubber bag from which all air had been pumped. 
When the plastic material was placed between this bag and the mould 
atmospheric pressure alone was sufficient to force the material into 
the mould to give it the required shape. To get rid of water given off by 
the setting plastic the mould was specially vented to the vacuum pump. 


Heat for curing the plastic was provided by electrical elements 
embedded in the mould and, to avoid running, some 200 wires to the 
100 thermocouples which measured temperature inside, an automatic 
telephone exchange was built into the mould. An ordinary telephone 
dial was used outside to operate the buried exchange. 

To provide the completed wing with a glass-smooth skin such as 
is needed by modern high-speed aircraft, the structure was made in 
two sections. After the first moulding operation the outer layer was 
peeled off and bolts and rivets were inserted underneath. The outer 
skin was then replaced and, after a further moulding operation, this 
skin sealed flat on top of the bolt and rivet heads. Finally the wing 
was sanded, coated with special resin to fill in surface pores ; and 
then given a hard, glossy polish, 
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Revocation of Open General 


Licence on Sugar Products 


THE Board of Trade announce in Notice to Importers No. 475 that, 
with effect from February 6, 1952, the Open General Licence 
listed in Appendix III to Notice to Importers No. 458 (as amended 
by Notice to Importers No. 472) has been amended to exclude the 
following commodities :- 

“* Confectionery and bakery materials the following :— 

Chocolate and caramel spread. 
Honey Cream spread.” 

“ Fruit juices not containing more than 65 per cent. by weight of 
commercial sweetening matter, viz. sugar, invert sugar, honey, 
molasses, solid or liquid glucose, or any similar starch conver- 
sion products (e.g. malt syrup) or any mixture of such 
materials.” 

“ Sugar-fat mixtures containing not less than 10 per cent. and not 
more than 65 per cent. by weight of sugar, invert sugar, 
glucose or whey solids. the remainder to consist solely of edible 
fat not being milk fat.” 

* Syrups, flavoured, not containing more than 65 per cent. by weight 
of commercial sweetening matter, viz. sugar, invert sugar, 
honey, molasses, solid or liquid glucose, and all similar starch 
conversion products (e.g. malt syrup) and any mixtures of 
such materials, in containers of not less than two-thirds 
gallon capacity.’ 

As a consequence of these exclusions, the item 
“ Beverages, the following : 
Other beverages, whether concentrated or ready to drink, the 
following 
(a) cocoa and preparations of cocoa, 
(b) fruit juices.” 
has been amended to read :— 

Beverages, the following :-— 

Other beverages, whether concentrated or ready to drink, the 
following 
Cocoa and preparations of cocoa.” 

The effect of the amendments is that imports of the goods listed in 
the first paragraph above which are consigned from and originate in 
the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman, will require an import 
licence as from February 6, 1952. The Scheduled ‘Territories at 
present comprise the British Commonwealth (except Canada), 
British Trust Territories, British Protectorates and Protected States, 
Burma, the Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland, Jordan and Libya 

Goods in transit which are shown to the satisfaction of the Coramis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise to have been en route before February 
6, 1952, will be admitted without an import licence. 

The Open General Licences permitting imports of these goods 
from certain foreign countries were revoked in November 1951 for 
balance of payments reasons and imports from those countries have 
since been permitted only at a reduced rate. Control of imports of 
these sugar products from the Scheduled Territories ts intended to 
guard against the risk that a substantial increase in imports might 
prejudice United Kingdom supplies of raw sugar purchased from 
those countries under the Commonwealth Sugar Agreement. Licences 
for imports from the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman, will 
be issued during the period ending December 31, 1952, so that the 
quantity which may be imported will be maintained at approximately 
the same rate as imports from these sources during the twelve months 
ended October 31, 1951. 

Separate applications for each of the commodities listed in the 
first paragraph should be made on Form I.L.B./A (Revised) and 
addressed to the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, Romney 
House, Tufton Street, S.W.1. Importers should send with each 
application a statement of the quantity and value (c.i.f.) of their 
imports of the commodity during the period November 1, 1950- 
October 31, 1951; only those imports which were consigned from 
and originated in the countries concerned and which were paid for 
directly by the applicant to the overseas supplier should be included.

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Trade of Independent Retailers 
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Further Recovery in December 


HERE WAS a further recovery in December in the value of sales 
recorded by the sample of independent retailers who make returns 
to the Board of Trade. The increases compared with November 
were bigger than usual for all the classes of goods which shared

in the autumn recession—clothing, footwear and furniture. ‘These 
increases brought the index numbers for December closer to the 
corresponding figures for 1950 than in recent months. The rise 


in prices of apparel and furniture during 1951 must, of course, be 
taken into account when considering changes in the quantities of 
goods sold; and the quantities sold by independent retailers in 
these branches of trade must have been substantially less than the 
year before. 

In all the remaining categories there were the expected increases 
in sales over the month and the December values of sales were above 
those of a year earlier. In every trade, too, the cumulative total of 
sales in the period February-December was above that in the 
corresponding period of 1950. These increases were over 10 per 
cent. both for hardware, electrical and radio dealers, and for 
booksellers ; for the electrical and radio specialists by themselves, the 
increase in the cumulative figure was nearly 30 per cent. 


Clothing and Footwear 


There were substantial increases in the value of clothing and foot- 
wear sales in December compared with the previous month, ranging 
from 16 per cent. for boots and shoes to over 50 per cent. for men’s 
wear as a whole, and 77 per cent. for men’s outfitters. In each case 
the figures, though still below the level of December 1950, compared 
more favourably than for several months with sales a year earlier. 

The trading results of independent drapers, whose sales fell 5 per 
cent. compared with the year before, were not so good as those of 
larger retailers. Sales of women’s and children’s wear by department 
stores and co-operative societies showed little change compared with 
a year ago, and multiple shops registered an increase of 37 per cent. 
In the eleven months February-December the sales of both 
independent drapers and department stores were slightly lower than 
in the corresponding period of 1950, while those of co-operative 
societies and multiples rose 4 and 25 per cent. respectively. 

Of the two sub-divisions in the men’s wear group, the outfitters

have experienced the worse recession in recent months, which 
partially accounts for the extent of their increase in sales compared 
with November ; their December sales remained 8 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier. ‘The value of sales by bespoke tailors, who are 
not so much affected by the Christmas trade, was 32 per cent. more 
than in November, while still 10 per cent. less than in December 1950. 
Taking both types of shop together, the comparison of sales with a 
year earlier—a fall of 9 per cent.—is almost the same as for the 
department stores ; corresponding sales of co-operative societies 
showed no change and those of multiple shops rose 19 per cent. 
Independent shops’ and department stores’ cumulative sales to date 
were down compared with a year earlier, in contrast to increases 
in those of the other types of retail business. 

The percentage increase in footwear sales by independent retailers 
between November and December was almost the same as twelve 
months earlier, and brought the index to 5 per cent. below sales in 
December 1950 ; this was better than the results of department 
stores’ trading but not so good as those of the co-operative socicties 
and multiple shops, which both had increases over the year. Much 
the same relationships can be observed in the figures of cumulative 
sales during the period February-December, independent shops 
and department stores showing a 2 per cent. increase over 1950, and 
both co-operative societies and multiples an increase of 10 per cent. 


Household Goods 


The steady increase in sales made by independent furniture shops 
continued in December, and although the value of sales was still 4 per 
cent. lower than a year earlier, this was a more favourable comparison 
than for the larger retailers. In both types of shop, the total of sales 


in the trading year to date was about 5 per cent. above the correspond- 
ing figure in 1950, 

Sales of hardware, electrical and radio goods rose again in December 
and were again higher than a year earlier, as they had been in every 
month of 1951. 


Even better results were recorded by the radio and 
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Index Numbers of Values of Sales per week 
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electrical shops alone, whose sales were 23 per cent. higher this 
December than in December 1950. 

For the whole group the cumulative sales in the eleven months 
ending December were 13 per cent. higher than in 1950, the same 
result as that recorded by the corresponding departments of the larger 
retailers, 


Chemists 


The usual large seasonal increase in sales over the month was 
recorded by independent chemists in December, their turnover being 
5 per cent. higher than a year earlier. The most nearly comparable 
departments of the various types of large retailer, however, show 
bigger increases in sales, which averaged 17 per cent. 


Other Retail Categories 


In all the remaining categories of goods there were considerable 
increases in the value of trade compared with November, the seasonal 
movement being most marked in the case of jewellers and retailers 
of toys, sports goods and leather goods. Compared with a year 
earlier, jewellers’ sales rose 6 per cent., booksellers’, stationers’ 
and newsagents’, 9 per cent., and retailers, of toys, sports goods and 
leather goods 13 per cent. 

Accurate comparisons in these categories with larger retailers are 
not possible owing to differences in the types of goods covered. The 
departments most nearly equivalent showed a slight decrease over 
the year for jewellery, leather and fancy goods and increases of 11 
per cent. for books and stationery and 14 per cent. for sports goods 


and cycles.

HE ‘TREASURY have made an Order under Section 21 of the 

Finance Act, 1948, entitled “The Purchase Tax (No. 1) Order, 
1952” (Statutory Instruments 1952, No. 193), providing that tax 
under Group 25 and Group 29 of the Tax Schedule shall not be 
chargeable on articles which are eligible for tax relief under Group 
11 (i) which relates to :-— 


Vessels designed for use primarily as containers for food or 
drink in the course of its storage, preparation or consumption, 
lids for use with vessels so designed, serving trays, bread boards, 
bowls and jugs and ewers, but not including articles of cut glass, 


articles made wholly or partly of stainless steel, Britannia metal, | 


nickel silver, pewter or similar metals.

It has been reported to the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
that girls’ briefs with cuffs, bands, frillings or trimmings are being 
delivered free of tax as girls’ panties. Briefs are defined in Notice 
No. 78A as garments without an inside leg seam and this definition 
is regarded as including briefs to which cuffs, etc., have been added. 
Accordingly briefs with such additions are not exempt from tax 
unless they are within the measurement specified for briefs (item 
G. 21 (b)). 

Notice No. 78A at pages 8 and 10 should be noted accordingly.

During the first six months of 1951, Commonwealth exports 
amounted in value to {£4,222 million, an increase of approximately 
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k:xpansion in Commonwealth Trade 


4s EXPANSION in Commonwealth trade in 1950, announced 


47 per cent. over exports recorded in the first six months of 1950, 
and almost equal in value to total exports for the year 1948 (£4,348 
million). This increase in the value of exports was due mainly to 
the rise in commodity prices which was intensified during the first 
quarter of 1951, and which enhanced the value of exports from all 
Commonwealth territories in the first half of 1951 compared with the 
same period in 1950 in degrees varying from about 17 per cent. 
(£5 million) in the case of British Borneo to 186 per cent. (£262 
million) in the case of Malaya. Notable increases were recorded in 
the case of Pakistan (126 per cent.), Hong Kong (97 per cent.), 
West Africa (63 per cent.), South Africa (80 per cent.), East Africa 
(62 per cent.) and Ceylon (61 per cent.). 

The continued rise in wool prices was largely responsible for the 
increase in the value of exports from Australia which, at £473-6 
million in the first half of 1951 were 66 per cent. higher than that 
recorded during the corresponding period in 1950; the same factor 
was largely responsible for the increase of approximately 22 per

The increase of about 186 per cent. in the value of exports from Malaya, 
noted above, was due mainly to large increases in the prices of tin 
and rubber; the increased price of rubber was also partly responsible 
for increases in the value of Ceylon’s exports 

Increases in the price of manufactured goods were much less marked 
than those of primary commodities, a fact reflected in the smaller 
percentage increase in the value of exports from the United King- 
dom (23 per cent.) and from Canada (26 per cent.) 

In general there was an increase in the volume of exports in the 
first six months of 1951 compared with the corresponding period in 
1950, particularly in the case of India, Ceylon and the United King- 
dom although compared with the second half of 1950 there ts little 
evidence of any increase in volume. 

Total imports of the Commonwealth in the first half of 1951 are 
estimated at £4,594 million, c.i.f., an increase of £1,514 million 
(49 per cent.) compared with the period January-June 1950 Im- 
ports of the independent members of the Commonwealth, including 
Southern Rhodesia, increased by £1,182 million (about 47 per cent.) 
whilst imports of the Colonies, trust territories, etc., increased by 
£288 million (about 59 per cent.). Increases in imports into the 
United Kingdom (45 per cent.), Ceylon (37 per cent.), Australia 
(38 per cent.), Southern Rhodesia (44 per cent.) and New Zealand 
(10 per cent.) were below the average percentage increase shown by 
the independent members. The outstanding increase in imports 
into Colonial territories was that of Malaya where an increase of 123 
per cent. (£160 million) was recorded. In the case of all other 
Colonial territories the percentage increase in imports was less than 
the average. 

Whilst the increase in the value of imports is due, in part, to 
price increases, there have also been increases mm the volume of im- 
ports compared with the first six months of 1950. 

On balance the increase in the value of Commonwealth imports 
in the first half of 1951 exceeded the increase in the value of exports 
and the adverse trade balance (measuring imports c.i.f. and exports 
f.o.b.) increased from £217 million in the period January-June 
1950 to £373 million in the corresponding period in 1951. An 
increase of £336 million in the adverse balance of the United Kingdom 
and the emergence of an adverse balance of £114 million in the case 
of Canada were the main factors contributing to the increase in the 
adverse trade balance of the Commonwealth as a whole; the adverse 
balances of South Africa and Southern Rhodesia also increased. 
Large increases in the favourable balances of Australia and Pakistan 
and smaller increases in the favourable balances of many other 
countries, were insufficient to outweigh this deterioration 

The figures of Commonwealth trade shown in Table III relate to 
merchandise excluding gold and in order to complete the statement 
of Commonwealth trade, exports of gold in ore, unworked, partly 
worked, and coin and bullion of the principal gold producing members 
of the Commonwealth are shown below :-

Table III shows imports (c.i.f.) and total exports, including re- 

exports (f.o.b.) in sterling of merchandise other than gold for the 

Commonwealth as a whole. Figures are also shown for individual 

countries but they are not, on the import side, on a c.i.f. basis in all 

cases. The total imports and exports of the Commonwealth are 
obtained by adding together the trade of each country so that the 
inter-trade of the colonies as well as that of other Commonwealth 
countries is included. The Commonwealth is interpreted in its 
widest sense to include the self-governing members of the Common- 
wealth with all their colonies, protectorates, trust and mandated 
territories, together with the territories under condominium; the 
protected states in the Persian Gulf are omitted because of the absence 
of complete and up-to-date trade returns. Particulars of the basis 
on which this Table is compiled were given in the Board of Trade 
Journal on February 3, 1951 (page 241).

Below 1s a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament 


THURSDAY JANUARY 31 
Production of Textile Fibre from Groundnuts 


Asked what progress had been made during 1951 in the production 
of the new textile fibre from groundnut husks, the President of the 
Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, replied that a factory in 
Dumfries, which was completed early in 1951, was now producing 
textile fibres from groundnut meal. He understood that this fibre 
could be used in blends with other textile fibres in the manufacture of 
fabrics suitable for outerwear, shirtings, dresses and other clothing. 
Hle could not estimate the effect on costs of production, since this 
would depend upon the price and proportion of the materials with 
which it was blended and the articles concerned. No details were 
available of output in 1951 nor estimated production in 1952, but he 
understood that the factory was capable of producing about 20 million 
Ib. @ year 


Discussions with Rayon Industry 


The President said that he recently met representatives of all 
sections of the rayon industry for a discussion of their problems, and 
he had received a comprehensive memorandum from the Silk and 
Rayon Users’ Association which he was considering. He was well 
aware of the difficulties which these industries, in common with the 
rest of the textile trades, were facing at the present time. But they 
arose mainly from the unwillingness of the public to buy, and could 
only be resolved ultimately by a revival of demand at home and abroad. 


Imports of Comic Strip Publications from U.S. 


For balance of payments reasons, import licences were not 
granted for comic strip publications from the United States, and 
the World Open General Licence for newspapers was amended on 
March 8, 1950, so as to exclude comic strip supplements, the President 
stated. Single copies might be imported under the World Open 
General Licence for periodicals, magazines and the like, imported as 
single copies through the post by persons who paid or had paid the 
overseas suppler direct, but the import of comics in this way was 
believed to be small, and without postal censorship it would not be 
practicable to ensure their exclusion from the mails. Many of the 
comics of the American type on sale in this country were copies of 
American orginals printed and published in the United Kingdom. 
‘The importation of indecent or obscene literature was prohibited 
under Section 42 of the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876. 


Imperial Preferences 


Asked whether, following abatement of the conditions of Article 9 
of the American Loan Agreement, he would open negotiations with 
the Dominions for increases in Imperial Preferences, the President 
rephed that Section 9 of the Umted Kingdom/United States Financial 
Agreement of 1945 dealt only with quantitative restrictions on imports 
and the fact that this Section expired on December 31 last did not, 
therefore, affect the position concerning Imperial Preference. ‘The 
obligations which we and the other Commonwealth Governments 
had assumed under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
precluded us from increasing preferences 


Simplified Price Control on Utility Goods 
The President said that he expected to be able to extend the 


simplified method of control over distributors’ prices to practically all 
Utility cloth, household textiles and apparel 


Future of Utility Clothing Schemes 


The President was asked for a statement about the future of the 
Utility clothing scheme. He replied that he had the matter under 
consideration. ‘The only recent change of any importance in the 
Utihty clothing schemes had been in the method of controlling dis- 
tributors’ prices for some ¢ lasses of Utility cloth, clothing and house- 
hold textiles. 


Exports of Tinplate 


The amount of tinplate to be exported during 1952 was expected 
to be about 250,000 tons, the President stated. Over two-thirds of 
this would go to Commonwealth countries and to the Colonies, but 
some exports would be to countries with which we had bilateral trade 


agreements (Denmark, the Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, Italy 
Portugal, France, Spain, Finland and Argentina) under which we got 
supplies of scarce and essential raw materials. Limited supplies 
would be sent to a number of other countries—largely to be used for 
packing essential food to be imported into this country. 


Cotton Import Committee 


Asked if the Cotton Import Committee set up under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Richard Hopkins had now reported to him on the question 
how, in the current foreign exchange position, cotton could best be 
supplied to the United Kingdom cotton industry on the most advan- 
tageous terms as to quality and price, the President replied, ‘* No, 
Sir.” 


Claims Under German Enemy Property Act 


The President said that amending legislation would be introduced 
to provide that holders of German non-Reich Sterling Bonds making 
claims under the Distribution of German Enemy Property Act need 
not prove British ownerslup of these bonds at September 3, 1939. 
Until the form of application was settled, holders of these bonds need 
not submit claims and the time limit for these claims would be 
extended accordingly. 


Double Invoicing 


Asked when he would introduce the necessary instrument to abolish 
the practice of double invoicing, the President replied that since he 
answered a question on this subject on November 22, the Report of 
the Douglas Committee had been received. He had been considering 
the matter in the light of the recommendations in that Report, and he 
would ask the questioner to await the submission of proposals to the 
House. 


Lancashire Cotton Trade 


Asked to assist the Lancashire cotton trade by preventing further 
imports of Japanese grey cloth into this country, the President said 
he was conscious that the Lancashire weaving industry was passing 
through a difficult period. ‘The latest published figures showed that 
on December 10, 1951, out of a total of about 120,000 employees in 
the cotton weaving industry in the North West, 390 or 0-3 per cent 
were totally unemployed and 365 or 0-3 per cent. temporarily stopped 
He was aware that short time working had increased since then, 
particularly at Christmas. He was reviewing the future level of 
imports of grey cloth in consultation with representative bodies in the 
industry, but he would remind the questioner that imports of grey 
cloth helped the industry to keep alive its trade connections in 
Colonial markets, as well as maintaining employment in the finishing 
sections of the industry 


Exports of Secondhand Vehicles 


It was the policy of his Department to refuse licences for the 
export of iron and steel scrap, that was of primary iron and steel 
products and iron and steel manufactures where the value is less than 
£40 a ton, the President stated. He was aware of recent exports of 
certain secondhand vehicles from Southampton, but these were 
not scrap. 


General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


The President said that the question of His Majesty’s Government's 
future attitude to the General Agreement on Tariffs and ‘Trade as a 
whole was under consideration. In the course of this examination 
full weight would be given to the views which had been expressed in 
the House on the provisions of the Agreement bearing on Imperial 
Preference and on the principles of commercial policy referred to by a 
questioner. Qn all these matters we should, of course, work in the 
closest consultation with other Commonwealth Governments. ‘The 
House would, therefore, appreciate that he was not in a position at 
present to make a statement on particular aspects of this subject. 


Home-Grown Straw for Paper-making 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Henry Hopkinson, was 
asked, as representing the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
what action he was taking to encourage the use of home-grown straw 
for paper-making, in view of the scarcity and high price of wood 
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pulp ; and how far production was expected to increase in the near 
future 

Mr. Hopkinson replied that while they were most anxious to see an 
extension of the use of home-grown straw tor this purpose, he regretted 
that he could not at present encourage new projects because of the 
shortage of chlorine 

In reply to the second part of the question, the current consumption 
of straw by the paper and board mills and the straw pulp producers 
was about 180,000 tons per annum. During the current year, on the 
completion of schemes now in hand, straw consumption should 
increase further by about a third. 


MONDAY FEBRUARY 4 
Census of Production Reports 


The President said he was satisfied that the Census of Production 
reports were substantially accurate. ‘The figures returned were 
scrutinized and checked at various stages of compilation, but the 
results or estimates obtained from statistical enquiries of this kind 
were inevitably subject to some degree of error. 

The sample census of production for 1952 was described on page 
1326 of the Board of Trade Journal on December 29, 1951. 


Theft of Cadmium 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, as representing the Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, was asked how many tons of cadmium had 
been stolen from his Department in recent months ; and what steps 
he was taking to prevent further thefts. 

Mr. Henry Hopkinson replied that a consignment of 7} tons of 
cadmium was stolen on January 24 on its way from the London docks 
toastorage depot. Approximately seven tons had so far been recovered 
and an arrest had been made. This was the only theft of Government- 
owned cadmium which had occurred. Discussions were proceeding 
with the Police authorities as to any further action which could be 
taken to safeguard valuable materials in transit. 

No financial loss would be incurred by the Ministry as a result of 
the theft, as it was covered by the haulage company’s insurance policy. 


Steel for the Bicycle Industry 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, stated that he 
recently met representatives of the bicycle manufacturers and dis- 
cussed with them their steel requirements. Having regard to the 
substantial contribution which this industry was making to the 
export trade, he hoped to be able to increase their steel allocations in 
the second quarter of the year. 


Monopolies Commission Report on Electric Lamps 


Asked what reply he had received from the Electric Lamp Manu- 
facturers’ Association concerning the report of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices Commission on the supply of electric lamps, 
Mr. Sandys said he had received the Association’s proposals and they 
were under consideration. He hoped to make a statement shortly. 


Production of Machine Tools in the United Kingdom 


Metal-working machine tools were produced by approximately 
350 firms in the United Kingdom, with a labour force of about 
40,000 it was stated. 


Rearmament Work for Small Firms 


Asked what steps he was taking to ensure that small firms throughout 
the country received their fair share of contracts in connection with 
the rearmament programme, Mr. Sandys replied that firms on the 
Ministry of Supply trades lists, whatever their size, had an equal 
opportunity of tendering for direct contracts. Any firm could apply 


to be included in the Ministry's lists, but normally the capacity of 


small firms was more suitable for sub-contract work. ‘The Ministry’s 
Regional Controllers kept records of firms suitable for such sub- 
contract work and this information was made available to main con- 
tractors seeking sub-contract capacity. 


Iron and Steel Scrap Drive 

A scrap drive had been carried out by the Iron and Steel and Scrap 
Merchants’ Federations since January 1951, Mr. Sandys said. They 
were at present working out arrangements to intensify it. 
Anglo-American Steel Agreement 


Mr. Sandys said that under the recent Agreement, the United States 
Government would make available to the United Kingdom for 
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purchase during 1952 iren and steel to a total of one million long tons. 
Of this, some $00,000 long tons were expected to be delivered as steel, 
mostly in the form of ingots, and some 200,000 long tons as serap and 
pig iron. In addition, the American steel industry would endeavour 
to make available to the United Kingdom some 750,000 long tons of 
iron ore, mainly by restricting their purchases from European or 
African sources 

Details of the selling arrangements which had already been agreed 
for tin were set out in the White Paper (Cmd. 8464) published last 
week. 

The Aluminium Company of Canada would be authorized to 
deliver the specified tonnage of aluminium to buyers in the United 
States instead of delivering the metal to this country under His 
Majesty’s Government's long-term contracts. ‘They would sell it in 
accordance with the wishes of the United States authorities.

1947 and 1948, respectively. Falls from the peak figures for 1950 
were recorded for clearances to the Irish Republic, Northern Europe 
(Foreign) and the Atlantic and Pacific coasts of North America, but 
otherwise the movements to these areas in 1951 were the highest for 
twelve years. 


Arrivals and Departures 


In the table below arrivals and departures with cargo in the 
foreign trade are grouped according to port areas, while the tables 
on page 277 show arrivals and departures at United Kingdom ports 
of all vessels in the foreign and coasting trades, respectively 

Arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade at United Kingdom ports 
as a Whole were 7 per cent. greater than in the previous year, the main 
increases taking place at the ‘Thames area, the Bristol Channel and 
West Channel ports. Arrivals at these three areas combined accounted 
for 47 per cent. of total arrivals, about the same proportion as in 
1950. For most of the areas arrivals were the highest since 1939. 
At the West Coast of Scotland they were the highest for seven years. 

Foreymn trade departures with cargo from the United Kingdom 
were 5 per cent. lower in 1951 than a year earlier and, with three

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exceptions, decreases were recorded for all areas. Departures were, 
however, the highest for twelve years from the East Coast of Scotland 
and the East and West Channel ports, but from the Humber and 
North-east coast they were the lowest since 1947 and 1948, respec- 
tively. From the Thames area, Bristol Channel, Mersey and North- 
west Coast and the West Coast of Scotland there were falls ranging 
from 3 to 8 per cent. from the peak figures reached in 1950. 

For about two-thirds of the principal ports, arrivals with cargo 
were greater than in the previous year, but departures were smaller. 
The combined movement with cargo at the three leading ones— 
London, Liverpool and Southampton—accounted for 45 per cent. 
of the total for all United Kingdom ports in both 1951 and 1950. 

The net tonnage of vessels that arrived and departed with cargo 
in the coasting trade during 1951 exceeded that for the previous year 
by 8 per cent., and was the highest ever recorded. ‘The proportion 
accounted for by foreign tonnage was 3 per cent., compared with 2 per 
cent. in 1950. 

December Movements 


Entrances with cargo in the foreign trade during December (5-28 
million tons) were, on a daily average basis, 1 per cent. less than in 
November and the lowest since May. Clearances with cargo fell 
from 3:68 million tons to 3-46 million tons, the daily rate being the 
lowest since April. 

The daily average of entrances in the foreign trade of vessels in 
ballast was 5 per cent. greater than in the previous month, but for 
clearances in ballast the rate was unchanged. 

For both arrivals and departures with cargo in the coasting trade

Definitions 


(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 


The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise cargo 
or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels moving 
between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or passengers 
from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise movement in ballast 
includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the discharge of 
cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, proceed 
coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 


(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 


(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in 
(2) and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, 
bunkers, ships’ stores or passengers. 


(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port. 


Distribution of German Enemy 
Property | 


Y an Order made under the Distribution of German Enemy 
roperty Act, 1949, the Board of Trade have prescribed certain 
claim forms for use in the making of claims in respect of German 
enemy debts under the Distribution of German Enemy Property | 
(No. 2) Order, 1951 (as amended). Only forms so prescribed are 
appropriate for that purpose and claims are required to be made | 
within three months from February 1, 1952. 
The forms which have been prescribed are as follows :— 


Form D.G.E.P. (B) for claims arising out of enfaced bonds of the 
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German 7 per cent. External Loan 1924 (Dawes), enfaced bonds of the 
German Government International 5} per cent. Loan 1930 (Young), 
enfaced bonds of the Austrian Government International Loan 1930, 
enfaced bonds of the Austrian Government Credit Anstalt Bonds 1936 
and Konversionskasse 4 per cent. sterling bonds ; 


Form D.G.E.P. (S) for claims by bankers in respect of debts arising 
from credits, advances or other indebtedness which fell under the 
Standstill Agreements ; and 


Form D.G.E.P. (A) for claims in respect of German enemy debts 
other than those explicitly referred to in this notice. 


Non-Reich Sterling Bonds and Unenfaced Bonds of Dawes 
and Young Issues 


The forms so far prescribed do not provide for claims in respect of 
non-Reich Sterling Bonds or unenfaced bonds of the Dawes and Young 
Loans. The President of the Board of Trade recently announced in 
the House of Commons the Government's intention to introduee 
legislation on the subject of non-Reich Sterling Bonds. An appropriate 
form for these claims and for claims on unenfaced Dawes and Young 
bonds (not at present provided for) will shortly be prescribed. ‘The 
period for making claims on this form will be extended and in the 
meantime no action need be taken to submit claims. 

Procedure. Prescribed claim forms may now be obtained, on 
application from the Administrator of German Enemy Property, 
Branch X, Lacon House, ‘Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. When 
applying intending claimants should state which of the forms they 
need, or if in doubt should give brief particulars of the debt or debts 
in respect of which they propose to clam. Claims must be submitted 
in duplicate and a separate form is required to be completed in respect 
of each debtor. 


Intending claimants should note that bearer bonds are not required 
as supporting evidence and that they should not in any circumstances 
be sent to the Department.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Solid and Split Taper Pins 

British Standard 46, Part 3 was first published in 1929 and revised 
in 1935 

In the present further revision the opportunity has been taken to 
enlarge the number of classes of pin to four and to extend the range to 
— larger sizes, thus covering nearly all the multitudinous duties 


which these pins are so eminently suited. The details of materials 
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and tests and the limits of tolerances on dimensions have been brought 
up to date. 

Two methods of nomenclature have been in use simultaneously, 
the one based on fractional sizes, the other on the number system.

Bolting for Petroleum Industry 


This British Standard, 1750:1952, is a further standard in the series 
which is being prepared for the Petroleum Industry.

The document provides for screw threads in accordance with both 
B.S. 1580, “‘ Unified screw threads "’ and B.S. 84, “‘ Screw threads of 
Whitworth form,” so that the purchaser can select which thread he 
wishes to use. 

Part 1 specifies bolting which is equivalent in service to certain 
grades of bolting in American Society for Testing Materials Specifica- 
tion A.193, while Part 2 covers nuts which are equivalent in service to 
certain grades of nuts in A.S.T.M. A.194. 

In connection with the interchangeability with the American Speci- 
fications, the marking of bolting in this standard should be noted.

Textile Screening Cloth 


It has been common practice, in the past, to base ranges of sieves 
and screening cloths on the number of meshes per inch. This 
British Standard, 1812 : 1951, however, is based on aperture sizes.

This Standard is being associated, at the request of the trade 
organization concerned, with the B.S.I. Certification Mark Scheme, 
so that licensed manufacturers may apply the B.S.I. trade mark to their 
products and thus provide an independent warranty of compliance 
with the specified requirements.

Dimensions of Toroidal Sealing Rings 

This Standard, B.S. 1806 : 1951, which was prepared at the request 
of the Ministry of Defence, applies to the dimensions of toroidal 
sealing rings, sometimes referred to as ““O”’ seals, which are used 
as packings for reciprocating mechanisms and as gaskets for static 
purposes for light and medium general engineering applications.

For use as pubes on reciprocating mechanisms 73 sizes are 
specified in the range of ¢ in. to 8 in., and for static purposes 96 sizes 
in the range of tin. to15}in.

Handbook of Dangerous Materials 


This reference book details over 5,000 hazardous industrial materials, 
including trade-name products, and offers information on safe 
handling, storing, and shipping of chemicals and other dangerous 
goods. Information given about each material includes maximum 
allowable concentration, toxicity, flammability, storage and handling, 
physical properties, formulas and shipping regulations. Wherever 
possible, detailed information is given on symptoms, treatment and 
antidotes, first aid suggestions, personnel safety precautions, extin- 
guishing agents and other relevant data. In addition, the complete 
text of the Interstate Commerce Commission Shipping Regulations 1s 
included for detailed instructions on labelling, packaging, storage 
and shipping. ‘The names of the materials are arranged alphabetically, 
cross-referenced and indexed. Copies cost £6 net, and the publishers 
are Chapman and Hall, 37 Essex Street, London, W.C.2.

Industrial Fibres 


THE Commonwealth Economic Committee's annual review, Industrial 
Fibres, brings out as a salient feature of the world fibres situation the 
fact that in 1950-51 the increase in world production of fibres was 
very slight, but usage rose sharply. ‘There was, therefore, a marked 
reduction in stocks by the end of the season, while fibre prices rose 
to record heights in the spring of 1951. The Committee points out, 
however, that in the current season world production seems to be 
greater than in 1950-51, while usage, particularly of wool, has been 
substantially reduced. World prices of most fibres have fallen 
steeply. 

This year a survey of the newer man-made fibres such as “Ardil,”’ 
nylon, “ Orlon,” and ‘ Dacron” is included. At present world 
output is relatively small ; in 1950 it amounted to an estimated 
145 million Ibs., of whict nylon accounted for about 110 million Ibs. 
But as the United States, the United Kingdom, Japan and many 
European countries are taking up or expanding the production of these 
fibres, they may become in future of much greater importance than 
hitherto.

Swiss Market Provides Keen Competition for U.K. 
k:xporters 


WITZERLAND is a country in a special position, enjoying a 

high standard of living, and, although geographically isolated by 

the Alps, the Jura and the Rhine, she is placed astride traditional 
routes between East and West, North and South, and is thus brought 
into the full stream of economic currents and cross-currents. 

In a Report on the Economic and Commercial Conditions in 


Switzerland*, H.M. Counsellor (Commercial) to the Legation at 
Berne examines the trade and prospects for United Kingdom 
exporters. 


The report states that in general the Swiss market is one where keen 
competition must be reckoned with and close attention paid to design, 
quality, finish, price and prompt delivery. Adaptation of product to 
local taste is of great importance. (Complaint is not uncommon that 
United Kingdom suppliers offer goods unsuitable for the market.) 
‘The Swiss customer is usually very co-operative in explaining exactly 
what local requirements are. 

Switzerland has just over half the population of Greater London 
(though purchasing power is greater than the size of the country 
would suggest), and this fact is sometimes overlooked. ‘This accounts 
for relatively small quantities of a large variety of industrial raw 
materials, semi-manufactures and finished goods. United Kingdom 
exporters should therefore not try to extract large orders from their 
Swiss buyers, but should be prepared to supply small consignments 
regularly. Once an outlet has been created, repeat sales over a long 
period may be expected, provided that standards of quality, price 
and delivery are maintained. 


Market for United Kingdom Goods 


Imports of woollen piece-goods into Switzerland in 1950 from the 
United Kingdom reached the very high figure of 25 million Swiss 
francs, or well over half total imports of these goods. ‘The demand is 
mostly for high quality worsteds, Scotch tweeds, cheviots, and men’s 
overcoating. Much of this is absorbed by the Swiss ready-made 
clothing industry, which produces goods of an extremely high standard. 
In ready-made clothing the demand is not so great as for materials. 
Nevertheless, a large trade is done in raincoats, sports jackets, flannel 
trousers, etc., from the United Kingdom. There is a demand for 
ladies’ outer clothing in wool, but special attention to the require- 
ments of the market in style, sizes and measurements is recommended. 

United Kingdom knitwear, especially in cashmere, is popular. In 
woollen underclothing, both for men and women, a closer study of 


market requirements would increase sales, United Kingdom offers , 


having been found rather unsuitable in style and fit. United Kingdom 
knitting wools are much in demand, and a reasonably good trade is 
done. There is a good deal of local competition in this branch of 
the trade, which is assisted by good advertising and sales of garment 
patterns. 


Motor cars and other vehicles 


Before the war, says the report, very few United Kingdom cars 
were sold in Switzerland. The importance of the Swiss market for 
United Kingdom cars now, and the great interest of supphers are 
shown in the fact that, since the end of the war, the United Kingdom 
has headed the list of the exhibitors at the Geneva Motor Show each 
year. In 1950 Switzerland imported a total of 28,600 passenger cars, 
of which 8,375 came from Germany, 5,704 from the United States, 
5,469 from France, and 5,444 from the United Kingdom. The demand 
in this market 1s mainly for small cars, in which there is considerable 
competition to be faced from Germany, Italy and France. United 
Kingdom cars, despite this strong competition, are much appreciated 
in this most exacting market, where finish, intenor fittings and 
accessories must be of a very high standard to satisfy the Swiss 
customer. There is, however, room for improvement in the external 
finish of some British cars.

China and Pottery 

Though Switzerland has a ceramic industry of some importance, it 1s 
not sufficient for the country’s needs, and considerable quantities of 
china and pottery are imported. High grade United Kingdom china 
enjoys great popularity. Unfortunately, deliveries since the end of 
the war have been limited, and Germany has been able to regain much 
of her pre-war hold in this market. Japan, too, is beginning to come 
back in chinaware, and Italy is making good progress with ornamental 
pottery. Nevertheless, such is the reputation of United Kingdom 
china that sales could be increased if the supply improved. Switzer- 
land is a very exacting but faithful market. ‘he highest quality 1s 
demanded with a prompt replacement service. Among the most 
favoured designs are the United Kingdom blue prints, illustrating 
rural life or historical scenery. Otherwise preference is given to 
simple designs and patterns. In a tourist country like Switzerland, 
there is a good market for china and earthenware for the hotel and 
restaurant trade which is worth more detailed cultivation. Finally, 
there is a reasonable trade to be done in china figures, though com< 
petition from Germany and Italy is at present very strong. 
The Hotel Trade 

British guests form the largest quota of foreign tourists, vitally 
important for Swiss hotels. Until the tourist trathe improves, trade 
as a market for United Kingdom goods is not at tts most encouraging. 
Nevertheless, while a hotel remains open there is a steady demand for 
many products which have to be imported. In china and glass, 
carpets, cutlery, kitchen machinery, laundry equipment, metal and 
enamel-ware and drinks, there is a large requirement to be filled. In 
bedding and furniture the demand is mostly supplied locally. As the 
tourist trade improves—and every effort is being made to stimulate it 
—this aspect of the Swiss market is one which should not be forgotten 
by the United Kingdom manufacturer. 


Sports Goods 

Apart from the fact that Switzerland is a holidaymaker’s country, 
the Swiss themselves are great sport enthusiasts, and there is a good 
market here for sports goods and sporting wear. ‘The obvious demand 
is for ski-ing clothing, much of which is imported. Skis and sticks 
are mostly made in Switzerland, but ski clothing and after-ski wear is 
often of foreign manufacture. For golf, tennis and football gear the 
Swiss naturally look to the United Kingdom, which is one of the largest 
suppliers of such goods. Among other items imported from the 
United Kingdom are boats (folding and pneumatic), camping and 
climbing equipment. There is, in addition, a large trade to be done 
in swim suits. All the goods mentioned are sold by specialist sports 
goods dealers, who are very well organized in this market. 
Toys 

Switzerland offers an excellent market for toys of high quality. 
Roughly half the market is supplied by local industry. Germany 1s 
now rapidly coming back as one of the principal suppliers of toys 
to this market. Imports of toys from the United Kingdom in 1950 
amounted to £107,000 (1,286,000 Swiss francs). The quality of 
United Kingdom mechanical toys and constructional sets is very 
much appreciated, but m other things there is often a complaint of 
lack of novelty. Apart from the specialist toy shops, there is a large 
number of department stores which have toy sections and furnish a 
good outlet for United Kingdom toys. 


Appointment of Agencies 

Questions regarding the appointment of agents for the sale of 
United Kingdom goods should be addressed either to H.M. Con- 
sulate-General, Zurich, or to the Commercial Relations and 
Exports Department of the Board of Trade, London. A comprehen- 
sive index of local United Kingdom exporters has been prepared by 
the Commercial Department of H.M. Legation and is to be 
published by the British Chamber of Commerce for Switzerland.

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Anglo-Italian Joint Economic 
Committee 


HE Joint Anglo-Italian Economic Committee held its ninth 

meeting in Rome from January 23 to February 1 under the Chair- 
manship of Sir Roger Makins, Deputy Under-Secretary of State at 
the Foreign Office, and of Ambassador Umberto Grazzi, Director- 
General of Economic Affairs at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
Despite certain difficulties which the present situation presents for 
Anglo-Italian trade, the Committee has once more proved its value 
as a means of reconciling the economic interests of the two courtries 
in a spirit of cordial collaboration. ‘The Committee examined Italy’s 
balance of payments in sterling for 1951, and considered the probable 
trend of payments in 1952. ‘The Italian representatives showed their 
understanding of the temporary difficulties of the United Kingdom’s 
balance of payments and it was recognized to be in the common 
interest that the position of sterling should be strengthened as rapidly 
as possible 

The British representatives, on their side, recognized the Italian 
need to increase the leve! of trade with the sterling area in every 
possible way. In the light of her creditor position in the European 
Payments Union, Italy is anxious to increase imports from the 
sterling area, while maintaining exports at their present level ; as 
was announced in the Board of Trade Journal on November 17, 1951, 
only a very limited number of goods are at present subject to licensing 
restrictions on import from the sterling area into Italy. ‘The Com- 
mittee noted that recently it had been stated on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom that it was not their desire to impose 
further restrictions on imports from Europe, if these could be avoided. 
Outstanding financial questions were satisfactonly settled, and the 
desirability of close collaboration between the two countries mn 
production for defence was reaffirmed. ‘The next meeting of the 
Committee will be held in the summer in London.

Sales of Cosmetics and Toilet 


Preparations in Peru 


A DECREE of July 27, 1942, relating to the imposition of controls 
*2on the manufacture, import and packaging of cosmetics and toilet 
preparations in Peru has been amplified by Resolutions of September 6 
and October 16, 1951, to bring additional! toilet articles within its 
scope. 

The purpose of this Decree was to ensure in the interests of public 
health that cosmetics should only be sold in Peru after official chemical 
analysis and with the authorization of the Direccion General de 
Salubridad, and that no toilet articles should be sold in Peru without 
prior payment of an Antituberculosis Stamp Tax on the retail sales, 
which amounts to about 20 per cent. of the retail price. 

The toilet articles and preparations subject to the foregoing proce- 
dure and to the provisions of this Decree and the amending Resolutions

NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal on January 9, 1952 
(page 115), gave details of global quotas established for the import 
into Madagascar of certain goods from member-countries of the 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation (including the 
United Kingdom). Applications for licences to import these goods 
had to be lodged with the Madagascar authorities before 5 p.m. on 
January 22. The British Consul-General at Antananarivo has now 
reported that according to the Madagascar Journal Officiel of January 
19 the time limit has been extended to 5.30 p.m. on April 22, 1952, 
for two of the global quotas only, namely, those for piece-goods of 
rayon, spun fibre and linen (30 tons) and unprinted cotton piece- 
geods (200 tons). 

The Madagascar Journal Officiel of January 19 also announced 
the establishment of a new global quota for imports into Madagascar 
from member-countries of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation (including the United Kingdom) of 24 million metro- 
politan francs (approximately £2,551) worth of printed cotton piece- 
goods. In this case no time limit has been fixed for the lodging of 
import licence applications.

Rebate of Duty for Manufacturing Purposes 
GOVERNMENT NOTICE No. 191, published in the Union of South 
Africa Government Gazette Extraordinary of January 25, 1952, amends

U.S. Tariff Investigation on Brier 


Pipes and Bowls 


HE United States Tariff Commission, under the authority of 

Section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 (the 
“Escape Clause "’), has instituted an investigatinn to determine 
whether the products described below are as a result, in whole 
or in part, of the duty or other customs treatment reflecting the 
concessions granted on such products under the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, being imported into the United States in such 
increased quantities, either actual or relative, as to cause or threaten 
serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly 
competitive products :— 

Tobacco pipe bowls, wholly or in chief value of brier or other 
wood or root, in whatever condition of manufacture, whether 
bored or unbored, and tobacco pipes having such bowls (classifiable 
under paragraph 1552 of the United States Tariff Act of 1930). 
United Kingdom exporters of these products are advised to get 

in touch with their importing agency in the United States with a 
view to ensuring that the latter, if a public hearing is held, oppose any 
proposal to increase import duties on these products. If the United 
States Tariff Commission order a public hearing a further notice 
will be published in the Board of Trade Journal. 


United States Tariff Classification 


THE Board of Trade have received the following United States 
Treasury Decision (T.D. 52816) regarding the tariff classification of 
certain goods imported into the United States :— 

Cigar and cigarette lighters, obviously designed to be carried 
about the person, whether or not also designed for use as table 
lighters with bases not integral parts of the lighters, are classifiable 
as articles designed to be carried on or about the person under para- 
graph 1527 (c), Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, at the rate of 55 per 
cent. ad valorem, and not under paragraph 1552 as smokers’ articles. 

This ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than 
previously.

Token Exports to France 


A’ ANNOUNCEMENT in the Board of Trade Journal on Janu-
